Continuation of 5. does NOT place tlie application In condition for allowance because: Applicant provides JP 63-104878 Abstract to show 
the surface coat comprises silica. Examiner is not persuaded by this disclosure because neither Kitamura nor JP 63-104878 explicitly 
disclose that the surface coating must contain silica. The Japanese Abstract maintains that at least one of the ink receiving layers 
comprises spherical silica. The Japanese Abstract does not limit its disclosure with the surface coating definitely containing silica. 
Applicant further argues that gravure means does not Include gravure printing in its process. Examiner is not persuaded by this argument 
because Applicant lacks support to the ascertion that gravure means does not include gravure printing. The rejection is maintained for 
reasons of record.. 
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
